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INTRODUCTION 

Directions  for  citing  literature  in  the  Department  publications 
mentioned  above  are  given  in  the  following  pages.  All  citations, 
whether  in  literature  lists  or  in  footnotes,  should  be  typed  double 
spaced  for  ease  in  marking  for  the  printer  and  for  making  any  cor¬ 
rections  which  may  be  necessary.  It  is  further  suggested  that  all 
titles  be  set  in  lower  case  so  that  they  may  be  more  easily  marked 
for  small  caps  when  printed.  These  directions  supersede  those 
previously  issued. 

The  directions  contained  herein  do  not  apply  to  the  form  of  citation 
used  in  bibliographies,  annotated  or  otherwise,  which  are  issued  in 
the  Miscellaneous  Publications  series,  but  only  to  the  literature 
lists,  bibliographies,  and  footnotes  that  accompany  textual  matter. 
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EDITORIAL  PROCEDURE  FOR  CITATIONS  TO  LITERATURE 

ESSENTIALS  OF  A  REFERENCE 

A  book  citation  should  include  author,  date,  title,  edition  (except 
first),  pagination  or  volume,  illustrations,  and  place  of  publication. 
Important  series  may  he  noted. 

A  periodical  citation  should  include  author,  date,  title  of  article, 
title  of  periodical,  series,  volume,  pagination,  and  illustrations. 
Number  or  part  is  given  only  when  it  is  separately  paged,  or  is  neces¬ 
sary  for  finding  the  reference  easily. 

VERIFYING  REFERENCES 

All  references  should  he  verified  from  the  originals,  not  quoted 
from  other  authors.  If  originals  cannot  be  located,  this  fact  should 
be  stated,  and  an  abstract  or  the  source  of  the  reference. given.  If 
the  original  is  seen,  the  abstract  is  not  usually  cited  unless  it  is  desired 
to  refer  specifically  to  statements  in  the  abstract,  or  unless  the  original 
is  in  a  generally  unfamiliar  language,  such  as  Russian,  Polish,  or 
Japanese.  (For  examples  of  abstract  citations  see  directions  for 
Title.)  Papers  delivered  before  meetings  of  societies  but  not  pub¬ 
lished,  even  by  summary,  in  the  proceedings  or  program  of  the  meeting 
are  cited  in  footnotes  as  unpublished  material.  (See  example  under 
Footnotes.) 

LITERATURE  CITED  OR  FOOTNOTES 

A  large  number  of  references  should  always  be  in  the  form  of  a 
list  placed  at  the  end  of  the  text.  A  small  number  (six  citations  or 
less)  should  be  in  footnotes.  All  unpublished  material,  such  as 
mimeographed,  multigraphed,  or  typewritten  material,  should  be 
cited  in  footnotes,  also  other  citations  not  satisfactorily  placed  in 
Literature  Cited. 

If  all  the  citations  in  the  list  are  mentioned  in  the  text,  the  list 
is  called  Literature  Cited;  if,  however,  not  all  the  citations  are  men¬ 
tioned  in  the  text,  the  list  is  called  Bibliography. 

The  directions  given  herein  do  not  apply  to  the  annotated  bibli¬ 
ographies  issued  by  the  Department.  A  separate  set  of  instructions 
covers  such  bibliographies. 

PARTS  OF  CITATION  SUPPLIED 

Any  part  of  a  reference  supplied  from  a  source  other  than  the  publi¬ 
cation  cited  should  be  in  brackets.  Explanatory  information  taken 
from  the  publication  itself  should  be  in  parentheses,  as  (Abstract), 
(n.  s.). 

PATENTS 

Patents  may  be  cited,  giving  description  from  an  official  patent 
journal,  if  possible,  or  from  another  publication.  (See  example 
under  Periodical  Citation.) 


EXAMPLES 

Examples  in  these  directions  are  given  in  list  form,  except  under 
Footnotes,  where  the  difference  in  form  is  shown. 
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LITERATURE  CITED 

The  list  of  citations  following  the  text  should  contain  at  least 
seven  references.  The  references  should  be  in  alphabetical  order 
according  to  author.  For  convenience  of  reference  from  text  to  list, 
citations  should  be  numbered  consecutively.  The  inclusive  pagination 
of  an  article  or  book  should  be  given,  specific  page  reference,  if  neces¬ 
sary,  being  made  in  the  text.  Text  references  are  as  follows:  Galton 
(38),  or  Lyon  (54,  p.  95). 

Arrangement  of  titles  under  an  author  is  chronological.  Entries  with 
joint  authors  follow’  those  by  senior  author  alone  and  are  arranged 
in  alphabetical  order  according  to  the  junior  author.  Dashes  or 
3-em  lines  are  used  to  indicate  repetition  of  the  name  of  the  author; 
or,  in  the  case  of  joint  authors,  the  name  of  the  senior  author  only. 

Anonymous  publications  are  entered  under  “Anonymous’'  and 
precede  all  authors  entered  under  A.  Swedish  names  beginning  with 

Q 

A  are  entered  as  if  spelled  Aa.  German  names  containing  the  letters 
with  umlaut — a,  6,  ii—  as  if  spelled  ae,  oe,  or  ue.  M’  and  Me  are 
entered  as  if  spelled  Mac,  and  St.  as  if  spelled  out  Saint.  No  change 
should  be  made,  however,  in  the  spelling  of  the  name  in  any  case. 
Authors’  names  are  entered  as  the}'  are  spelled  in  the  original  publica¬ 
tions. 

Following  are  18  citations,  entered  as  if  in  a  list  of  Literature  Cited, 
to  illustrate  the  foregoing  instructions,  as  well  as  the  general  form  of 
reference.  Note  that  all  citation  numbers  are  inclosed  in  parentheses 
and  are  flush  with  the  left  margin.

FOOTNOTES 

Unpublished  material,  exsiccati,  and  any  citations  not  satisfactorily 
placed  in  a  list  at  the  end  of  the  text  should  he  in  footnotes,  even  if 
other  references  appear  in  a  list.  The  only  essential  differences  in 
form  are:  The  name  of  the  author  is  indented ;  the  date  is  the  last  item 
of  reference;  specific  reference  may  be  made  to  page,  plate,  etc.,  if 
desired.

AUTHOR 

Enter  citation  under  surname  of  author,  followed  by  comma  and 
initials,  but  name  should  be  given  in  full,  if  so  given  in  original  citation, 
which  should  be  followed  in  each  case.  Entry  is  always  under  author 
of  publication  cited,  even  if  the  investigation  reported  is  entirely 
that  of  another  person.  Credit  may  be  given  to  the  investigator  in 
the  text.  For  example,  the  director  of  the  Kansas  Agricultural  Experi¬ 
ment  Station,  reports  a  project  in  poultry  breeding  carried  on  bv 
D.  C.  Warren.  The  text  may  state:  “The  study  on  the  influence  of 
hybridization  on  vigor  in  poultry  made  byD.C.  Warren,  as  reported 
by  the  Kansas  station  ( 3 ,  pp.  81-82 )  shows,  etc.”

If  more  than  one  author,  separate  authors'  names  by  commas,  and 
use  “and"  before  the  last  one.

SOCIETIES  AND  INSTITUTIONS 

Societies  and  institutions  are  entered  as  authors  of  publications 
for  which  they  are  responsible  unless  such  publications  are  ascribed 
to  individual  authors.

hyphenated  names 

Enter  under  first  Dart  of  name  usually.  Occasionally  if  an  English 
author  is  better  known  under  the  last  part  of  his  name,  it  is  used. 
A  married  woman  who  uses  her  maiden  name  hyphenated  with  her 
married  name  should  have  entry  under  the  latter.  In  any  case, 
where  a  hyphenated  name  is  inverted,  the  first  part  should  be  given 
in  fidl  following  initials.

PREFIXES 

Names  preceded  by  prefixes  are  entered  under  prefix  if  name  is 
anglicized.  French  names  are  entered  under  prefix  if  an  article,  as 
Le,  La,  L',  Du,  Des.  In  all  other  cases,  unless  the  name  is  spelled 
as  one  word,  it  is  entered  under  the  part  following  the  prefix.

FOREIGN  TITLE 

Use  foreign  title  as  entry  unless  family  name  is  better  known.

INITIAL  OF  SURNAME 

When  a  publication  gives  only  the  initial  of  the  surname  of  an  author, 
fill  out  the  name  if  it  is  in  the  table  of  contents  or  the  index  to  the 
publication,  if  it  can  be  found  in  a  library  catalog  or  standard  index, 
or  a  reliable  authority.  Otherwise  enter  under  the  initial  only. 
Entry  under  an  initial  should  precede  all  other  entries  beginning  with 
the  same  initial. 

examples

TRANSLITERATED  NAMES 

Names  of  Russians,  Japanese,  and  others  which  must  be  trans¬ 
literated  are  preferably  in  the  English  form  of  transliteration.  If 
German,  French,  or  other  form  is  on  the  publication,  enter  under  the 
English  form  and  give  also  the  other  form.

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DOUBTFUL  NAMES 


For  filling  out  abbreviated  surnames,  supplying  initials  of  fore¬ 
names,  and  in  all  cases  of  doubt,  use  form  of  entry  in  library  catalogs. 
For  pubiipatipns.  not  entered  in  library  catalogs,  follow  standard 
indexes  or  bibliographies. 

FORENAMES 

Give  forenames  as  they  occur  in  original  publication.  Use  the  full 
name,  if  known,  when  two  authors,  having  the  same  surname,  have 
the  same  initials,  as  Thomas,  Harold  E.,  and  Thomas,  Harvey  Earl 
(or  H.  Earl).  Write  in  full  the  first  part  of  a  hyphenated  surname  if 
inverted,  as  Evans,  I.  B.  Pole. 

(See  also  examples  under  hyphenated  names.) 

TITLE 

Tlie  main  part  of  the  title  is  cited  in  full,  unless  it  is  very  long, 
and  in  the  original  language  except  those  which  must  be  transliterated. 
Titles  are  preferably  typed  in  lower  case  for  convenience  in  marking 
for  the  printer.  Titles  in  the  printed  publications  will  be  in  small 
capitals. 

SHORTENED  TITLE 


If  shortened  title  starts  with  first  words  of  title,  show  omissions  by 
three  dots  and  be  certain  that  essential  parts  are  retained. 

EXAMPLE 

Barton,  Benjamin  Smith. 

1836.  elements  of  botany,  or  outlines  of  the  natural  history  of 
vegetables  ...  A  new  ed.:  rev.  and  condensed  by 
W.  P.  C.  Barton.  325  pp.,  illus.  Philadelphia. 


SUBTITLE 


Where  there  is  a  main  or  inclusive  title  and  also  a  subtitle,  put  a 
period  after  the  main  title,  then  number  or  part,  followed  by  the 
subtitle. 


EXAMPLE 

Beadle,  G.  W.,  and  McClintock,  Barbara. 

1930.  HERITABLE  CHARACTERS  IN  MAIZE.  XXXIII.  SLIT  LEAF  BLADE.  Jour. 

Hered.  21:  45-48,  illus. 


TRANSLATED  TITLE 


If  publication  is  in  Russian  or  other  language  not  in  ordinary 
alphabet,  use  translated  title,  not  transliteration.  Give  trans¬ 
literation  only  when  translated  title  cannot  be  located,  and  when  the 
exact  meaning  of  original  title  is  doubtful.  Use  brackets  for  trans¬ 
literated  title  or  for  translated  title  supplied,  but  not  if  a  translated 
title  in  English,  French,  German,  etc.,  appears  in  the  publication 
cited.  If  there  is  a  summary  in  other  language  than  original,  so  state, 
giving  the  pagination.

Put  in  brackets 
translation  or  any  part  of  title  supplied  from  sources  other  than  title- 
page  of  book  or  head  of  article  cited.

SUPPLIED  TITLE

It  is  sometimes  necessary  to  supply  all  or  a  part  of  the  title.  This 
may  be  taken  from  contents,  first  words  of  article,  or  other  source. 
It  should  be  as  brief  as  possible  to  be  clear,  and  should  always  be  in 
brackets  to  show  that  it  is  supplied. 


EXAMPLE

TITLE  OF  PARAGRAPH  OR  SECTION 

In  annual  reports  of  institutions  and  similar  publications,  where 
the  title  given  under  the  author  is  not  distinctive,  it  is  sometimes 
desirable  to  use  the  heading  of  a  paragraph  or  section  as  a  title.  For 
instance,  in  the  following  example  only  the  part  on  the  sweetpotato  is 
cited,  instead  of  the  report  of  the  director  of  the  station.

If  no  place  is  given  in  book,  for  convenience  the  abbreviation  “n.  p.” 
(no  place)  may  be  used.

If  date  is 
supplied  from  copyright,  preface,  or  from  outside  source,  put  date  in 
brackets.  If  no  date  can  be  found,  it  is  convenient  to  indicate  the 
omission  by  the  abbreviation  “n.  d.”  (no  date).

If  series  is  well  known, 
note  may  be  abbreviated.

If  the  name  of  the  university  is  the  same  as  the  place  of  publication 
it  is  not  necessary  to  repeat  it  in  note.

TITLE  OF  PERIODICAL 

The  titles  of  periodicals  are  abbreviated  according  to  Miscellaneous 
Publication  337,  Abbreviations  Used  in  the  Department  of  Agri¬ 
culture  for  Titles  of  Publications,  issued  in  1939.  If  the  periodical  is 
not  entered  in  the  list  in  Miscellaneous  Publications  337,  the  title  mav 
be  made  up  from  single-word  abbreviations  in  the  supplement  at  the 
end  of  the  list.  Words  not  found  in  the  list  are  not  abbreviated  unless 
abbreviations  are  well  known.  In  general  give  words  in  the  order  in 
which  they  appear  on  the  title  page,  omitting  unimportant  ones,  but 
be  certain  that  enough  are  retained  to  identify  the  publication. 
Bracket  in  country  or  place  if  needed.  Capitalize  important  words 
and  abbreviations.

SERIES 

Series  numbers  should  be  given  either  by  setting  them  off  by 
commas,  or  in  parentheses  preceding  volume  number,  the  type  of 
numbering  or  lettering  on  title  page  of  periodical  being  used.  This 
applies  also  to  serial  publications  issued  in  sections  or  subject  classes.

Use  abbreviation  for  word  indicating  series  only  when  necessary  to 
distinguish  it  from  volume.

VOLUME 

Word  for  volume  is  not  used  ordinarily,  the  number  being  given 
followed  by  colon  and  page  number.

If  necessary  for  a  clear  citation  to  give  two  series  of  volume  numbers 
use  the  main  or  whole  number  preceded  by  later  series  with  its  volume 
number  in  parentheses.  The  word  for  volume  must  sometimes  be 
used  to  distinguish  its  number  from  series  number.  In  this  case  use 
word  which  appears  on  title  page,  abbreviated,  and  capitalize  accord¬ 
ing  to  rule  of  language:  v.  for  volume,  t.  for  tome,  Jahrg.  for  Jahr- 
gang,  etc.

PAGINATION 

Page  figures  follow  volume  figure,  being  separated  from  the  latter 
by  a  colon.  If  article  is  the  whole  number,  as  in  many  bulletins, 
circulars,  etc.,  give  total  number  followed  by  abbreviation  “pp.”  which 
is  used  for  all  languages.  In  the  case  of  some  State  experiment  station 
publications  which  are  paged  consecutively  through  several  bulletins, 
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etc.,  pp.  is  used  before  the  inclusive  pages  of  a  particular  bulletin. 
Inclusive  pagination  should  be  given  in  Literature  Cited,  but  specific 
page  reference  may  be  made  in  footnotes.  II  there  is  more  than  one 
series  of  pagination  give  both,  one  in  parentheses.

For 
reports,  proceedings,  and  other  publications  for  certain  years,  but 
which  are  published  in  a  later  year,  give  year  when  published  as 
publication  date,  but  also  put  in  other  date  preceding  volume  number 
and  in  parentheses.  When  report  covers  more  than  1  year,  cite  as 
follows:  1933-34,  1925-29.  If  date  is  supplied,  put  in  brackets.  If 
no  date  can  be  found,  indicate  omission  by  the  abbreviation  “n.  d.” 
(no  date).
